I participated in a complete, joint, oversight inspection of the mine. Weather conditions were
cool and clear; and ground conditions were extremely dry throughout the reclaimed area. Mr.
Malencik began the inspection with a records review at the Consol. Emery Deep Mine office
where records are maintained for the Hidden Valley Mine.

Records reviewed included the following: Mine reclamation agreement dated October 30, 1995,
and the December 6, 1995, permit transfer from CAL MAT Company (dba; Hidden Valley Coal
Co.) to Consol. were reviewed. The existing surety bond is dated 1/1/96 in the amount of
$90,758.00 through Lumberman’s Mutual Casuaity Co. A permit amendment dated 8/12/97
describes the B-seam reclamation enhancement which was completed by Consol. during Fall 97.
Consol. and DOGM recognized the need to implement some reclamation enhancement practices
on the reclaimed area as the existing site conditions exhibited erosion and lack of established
perennial vegetation when Consol. assumed control of the site. Liability insurance is current and
expires 11/5/99. Required surface water monitoring in Ilie Creek and annual report submittals to
DOGM are current. We discussed Consol.’s tentative plans to implement reclamation
enhancement practices on the A-seam and haul road portions of the disturbed areas this Fall 99.
This would complete Consol.’s reclamation of all previously disturbed and reclaimed areas.

We next traveled to the mine site and walked over all the disturbed area making general
observations. Perennial vegetation is becoming reestablished on the B-seam reclamation area and
the area is stable. Consol. implemented surface roughening to enhance retention of surface water
and to aid in stabilizing the area with respect to erosion. These same practices will be utilized on
the A-seam area and former haul road. The discharge outlets for the cross drain and water bars on
the former haul road reclaimed area are stable. Mr. Behling discussed possible additional slope
reductions along the former haul road to further reduce the potential for surface water runoff
damage. The main rip rapped drainage way is stable. A cow elk carcass was observed on the area
and Mr. Behling reported seeing the elk previously in a weakened condition roaming the area.

We did not observe any serious erosion which could lead to off-site sedimentation or other off-
site impacts during our inspection. The principle focus of this inspection was to evaluate
reclamation success, as this site was initially reclaimed in 1986. Both Consol. as a new owner of
the site, and DOGM as the regulatory authority, have worked together since the ownership
change to address needed reclamation enhancement of the site because initial and subsequent
reclamation attempts at this site were not successful. As mentioned above, the enhancement work
completed on the B-seam area is stable and perennial plant species are reestablishing. It is
anticipated that implementation of these same enhancement practices on the A-seam and the
former haul road areas will also enjoy the same type of success. Consol. should be commended
for implementation of the reclamation enhancement practices on this site since assuming
ownership. This concluded the inspection.
